Minority Tnrill Kpport •>" Wool. 


Representative McKinley, ef Ohio, oo 


behalf of the minority ol the Committee 
on AVuys anJ Mean", bus submitted a 
report on tbe wool resolution reported 
adversely by that committee. The mi- 
nority report says that the majority 
report, while ostensibly mado upon the 
rssolution, is in fact a supplemental re- 
port of the general Tariff bill, and evi- 
dently intended as a defense for the 
action ol the committee in proposing to 
>lace wool on the free list. The minor- 
ty go into an exhaustive urgument 
bristling with figures to demonstrate 
that the growth and development of 
agriculture have not b^en obstructed by 
the protective tariff, and the report then 
continues: "Our political system differs 
from all others. Universal citizenship 
and equal suffrage constitute the foun- 
dation upon which our Republic ruts, 
and tbe real and wider question, there- 
fore, ol tariff is what will test m»'.ntain 
our individual pursuits and labor con 
dition, suitable to the high political 
duties of our people and exalted trusts 
•which are confided to them. That is 
the real question in its comprehensive 
view. So long as the American protec- 
tive tariffs operate to foster and cherish 
American enterprises which are enabled 
to provide profitable employment to 
American labor, so long should Ameri 
can tariffs be upheld a-ad defended 
whether assaulted from influences at 
home or influences abroad. Free trade 
with every other nation of the world 
means to the United States either a sub- 
stantial abandonment of many of the 
chief industries of the country, or if 
they are to survive, it means equal cost 
in the manufacture of competing pro- 
ducts. 
One of two things must inevit- 


ably result from free trade, either, in 
our judgment, is most undesirable and 
wholly unnecessary. The comparison 
cannot be made with other nations. 
This is a nation of citizens, not subjects. 
Whatever, therefore, will secure to the 
laboring masses their full share in the 
joint profits of labor and capital, pro- 
mote the highest intelligence and the 
largest independence, should be adopted 
and become permnueutly a part of our 
national policy."
